Poniatowski of the Indepen- 
dent Republicans and Mr. Leca- 
must, in an inner cabinet that 
would work directly with Mr. 
Gisrard d'Esteing and Mr, Barre, 

Mr, Barre spent the day con- 
ferring with those members of 
My. Chirac's Cabinet that he 
apparently intends to hold over. 
But Mr. Earre spent only three 
minutes this evening with For~ 
eign Minister Jean Sauvagnargues, 
who is reported to be yielding 
Ins place to another career 
diplomat who specializes in Euro- 
pesn affairs. 

The first effort by Mr. Barre 
to extend the spectrum of the 
cabinet was publicly rebuffed 
when Sen. Henri Cavaillet, who 
hroke away from the Radicals of 
the Left party last year, turned 
down an offer to join the govern- 
ment. Mr. Cayailles would say 
oniy that “personal reasons” kept 
him from taking the job. He said 
he would support “realistic pro- 
pesals” if Mr, Giscard dEstaing 
put them forward.

Paris Newsmen March 


in France-Soir Protest 


PARIS, Aus. 26 (Reuters).— 
Hundreds of journalists marched 
through Paris today to protest the 
take-over of the mass-circulation 
newspaper France-Soir by pud- 
lisher Robert Hersant, owner of 
the conservative dally newspaper 
Le Figaro. 

The demonstration was called 
to support striking journalists at 
France-Soir, who say the take- 
over threatens press freedom by 
giving Mr. Hersant too much con- 
trol over the national press. He 
also owns 10 provincial news- 
papers. 

The strikers voted to return to 
work after the march and the 
announcement of a provisional 
agreement on the paper's sale,

He is regarded as the architect 
of Israel's victory in the 1967 
war and remains for many 
Israelis a military hero. But 
Israel was caught unprepared and 
suffered early setbacks m the 
war of October, 1973, when Mr. 
Dayan was defense minister. His 
reputation was consequently 
tarnished. 


Mr. Dayan now is a loner in 
Israeli politics. A year ago he 
defied his Labor party and voted 
against retification of the Sinai 
accord with Zgypi, mediated 
through Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, Some Laborites wanted. 
ἕο expel him from the party. 

Mr, Dayan, who said he has no 
desire to re-enter the govern- 
ment, still is critical of the agree- 
ment. He said that Israel should 
have rejected any accord that did 
not commit the Arabs to end the 
state of beliigerency.

There are limitations to what one 
man ean do m two or three 
weeks.”

Mr. Dayan also said that, in | 


any settlement ending the state 
of war, Israel should relinquish 
control of the Gulf of Suez but 
maintain its protection of Israeli 
shipping Janes through the Gulf 
of Aqaba, which leads to south-~ 
ern Israel. On the Golan Heights, 
he advocated an Isreeli with- 
drawal if Syria agreed to re- 
populate the area with civilian 


refugees. 
Asked about Lebanon, Mr. 
Dayan said that the United States 


aid when the civil war ends un- 
less Lebanon guarantees thet the 
Palestinian refugee eamps will not 
be rebuilt. 

“Now is a historic chance not 
to go back to the old way” in 
Lebanon, he said, suggesting that 
Lebanon follow Jordan's lead and 
prevent the Palestinians from 
forming armed and semi~inde- 
pendent camps.

Constitational Battle 
Looms Over ‘Leak’

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (WP). 
—The House Ethics Committee 
set up a possible -constitutional 
confrontation yesterday as it vot- 
ed to subpoena newsman Daniel 
Schorr to ask how he obtained 
a copy of the Bouse intelligence 
committee's secret report on the 
CIA last February. 


Mr. Schorr, a CBS correspop- 
dent who has been suspended 
from news duties, was ordered to 
appear on Sept. 15. Mr. Schorr, 
im Los Angeles on vacation, said 
that he will appear for the hear- 
ing but that “under no circum- 
stances” will he reveal the source 
of the Jeak, 


If the committee asks Mr. 
Schorr who gave him the report 
and he refuses to answer, the 
committee and the House could 
cite him for contempt of Con- 
gress. The question the courts 
would then have to decide is 
whether the First Amendment 
guarantee of a free press pro- 
tects Mr. Schorr from revealing 
his source or whether the consti- 
tutional power of Congress to in- 
vestigate entitles it to the in- 
formation. : 


The Supreme Court has ruled 
that the Constitution does not 
fully protect newsmen against 
revealing hews sources to & grand 
jury. There could be a case in- 
volving Mr. Schorr in which the 
court would be asked to settle that 
same question regarding Congress. 
On the other hand, the committee 
might decide not to press the 
issue to a court case. 

Other Questions 

Mr. Schorr said he would an- 

swer any other questions that his 


lawyers advise him can be an-' 


swered without waiving his right 
to conceal his source. One of his 
lawyers said Mr. Schorr might 
repeat statements he has made 
publicly about his relaying the 
report to ἃ New York weekly, the 
‘Village Voice, which published 
the text of the report. 

‘The Ethics Committee also vot- 
ed to issue subpoenas for Clay 
Felker, editor of the Village Voice; 
Aaron Latham, who wrote an in- 
troduction for the issue of the 
Village Voice that carried the re- 
port, and Sheldon Zalaznick, 
senior editorial director of New 
York Magazine, which Mr. Felker 
8150 heads and which at one point 
was considered 2 possible vehicle 
for publishing the report.

Carter Speaks Out 


Tt took the kind of forthrightness that is 
in short supply in contemporary U.S. politics 
for Jimmy Carter to tell an American Legion 
audience in Seatile that, if elected, he would 
grant a blanket pardon to Vietnem draft 
evaders. Quite predictably, he was booed 
for saying what simple decency dictates— 
that “Tt is time for the damage, hatred and 
divisiveness of the Vietnam war to be over.” 

Carter took pains to make it clear that 
support of a pardon was not equivalent to 


approval of the act covered by the pardon. ° 


He expressed admiration for those who an- 
swered their country’s eall even though 
many of them “thought it was a bad war.” 
And yet, Carter rightly asked the nation at 
last to forgive those who interpreted their 
duty differently. τε 

Pardons have 2 long and honorable his- 
tory in the U.S. past. But the legionnaires 
who reacted with such hostility to Carter's 
pledge of mercy need only look back to 
September, 1974, when President Ford, in 
first proposing bis clemency program, spoke 
—bhow similar the words!—of the need to 
“heal the scars of divistveness.” Ford's 
Promise soon sank into an wnlorgiving ad- 
ministrative morass that made a mockery of 


true clemency and for many left the issue 
unresolved. 

Perhaps.as important as Carter's pledge 
itself was his choice of the Legion meeting 
as the platform from which to make it. 
That choice, too, 15 not without precedent. 
On Aug. 27, 1952—24 years ago—Adlai Ste- 
venson, amidst seething superpatriotism, 
chose an American Legion convention in 
New York City to speak out on “the nature 
of patriotism.” While there are those who 
use patriotism “as a club for attacking 
other Americans,” Stevenson told a similarly 
critical andience, “true patriotism... 15 
based on tolerance and a large measure of 
“humility.”

A fund-raising drive was suc- 
cessful and the theater's 22d sea- 
son went on as scheduled. “We 
still have a long way to go,” Mr. 
‘Lennick said. “Keeping the arts 
alive is always a difficult battle.” 

He said that the theater must 
raise $500,000 by Dec. 31 to cover 
its budget and qualify for a 
matching grant from the Ford 
Foundation. 

Mr, Lennick said that last 
January's financial problems were 
caused mainly by a lack of con~ 
tributions from corporations and 


foundations affected by the na- 
tional economic situation. The 
improvement in the economy 
should help the theater, Mr. Len- 
nick said.

A Silver-Lining Argument 
U.S. Economic Slowdown 
Seen Bullish for Stocks 


NEW YORK, Aug. 26 (AP-DJj).—Evidence that economic 
recovery has slowed is unsettling many investors, imcluding 
some who have believed from the start that the heady growth 
rates of the first quarter could not be sustained. 

Somehow, the bullish case for gradual, more-subdued and 
less-inflationary economic growth has been shoved aside as 
investors yield to the dashing of near-term expectations. How- 
ever, the silver-lining argument is still being forcefully advanced 


by some market strategists. 


At Bache Halsey Stuart, in fact, the slowing of the economic 
recovery abroad is reducing fears of a general overheating and 
15 reinforcing a positive interpretation of current developments. 

“The economic slowdown is ultimately a bullish factor for 
the stock market,” says Richard Hoey, economist in charge of 
equity strategy at Bache “It postpones for several quarters 
any risk of an overheated economy and the consequent pressure 


on long-term interest rates.” 


Within this bullish framework, however. slower growth will 


not necessarily mean the same thing to all investors. Mr. Hoey 
has his own ideas about which groups would be helped or hurt 
and they do not conform in all respects with strategies of other 
market bulls. 

For example, he is de-emphasizing basic-industry stocks. 
“We expect their progress to be limited,” he says. “The largest 
gains in corporate profits have already occurred." As quarterly

should be to switch investment attention awar from cyclical 
earnings gains toward sustainable growth rates,” he says. “We 
believe the logical stress will be on high-growth stocks.”

“Guines like this one kad only 
been written outside the United 
States for Scandinar:a or the 
Orient,” Quatirocchi ssid. “But 
India has become a department 
store with emotions peddled at 
sale prices, and Amsterdam is 
now. just an ex-capital, It's time 
for us to look within our borders.” 

To research his subject, Quat- 
trocchi said that he wrote thou- 
sands of letters, contacted com- 
munes and political grouplets of 
the extreme left, anarchists and 
“tribes” or families with names 
such 2s Casa Nostra, King Kong, 
Flash, Tampax ald Stray Dogs. 

Quattrocchi seys “alternatire” 
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means “the refural of the system 
as 2 political structure or as an 
ideology.” 

Quattrocchi doesn't scrimp on 
four-letter words. Nor is he very 
kind toward municipal adminis- 
trations on both sides of the polit- 
ical spectrum. 

He calls Rome a city of 
“fingers soiled by corruption mar- 
malade aud Mafia cookies.” Bolo~ 
gna, under Communist rule and’ 
a showcase city for more than 2 
quarter century, is dismissed as 
“merely a cleaner path toward 
consumerism .. . under the effi- 
ciency of the Big Daddy party.” 
But anything goes in Florence 
as long as “you don’t bother shop- 
keepers who el ox ἘΠΕ Armenians 
who buy.” 
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
